of  some  of  the  Protestant  church  groups  and  sent  to  the  printer  before  the  final  votes 
on  a  few  additional  issues,  which  would  have  been  valuable  in  understanding  the  view¬ 
point  of  your  legislators,  were  available.  Send  check  or  money  order  for  enough 
copies  for  distribution  to  all  the  families  in  your  meeting,  church,  club,  or  other 
organization  in  which  you  are  active.

SUGGESTED  ACTION  IN  YOUR  COMMUNITY  BEFORE  THE  ELECTION 

We  are  sending  this  voting  record  now  because  U.  S.  political  life  during  these  next  two 
months  will  focus  on  the  candidates  for  the  82nd  Congress,  even  though,  as  indicated  below, 
the  8lst  Congress  has  not  quite  concluded.  At  a  Seminar  on  the  United  Nations,  held 
September  25-28  in  New  York,  one  member  commented  on  the  attitude  of  the  United  States 
Congress  toward  world  affairs,  "The  trouble  doesn't  lie  in  the  House  or  the  Senate,  but 
in  the  communities  from  which  the  members  come," 

The  possibility  of  a  constructive  legislative  program  depends,  more  than  we  can  say,  on  your 
diligent  efforts  to  send  constructive  legislators  to  V^ashington,  To  encourage  tackling 
legislation  at  this  point  in  the  process,  we  suggest  you  consider  these  steps  : 

1,  Will  you  take  the  enclosed  voting  record,  find  out  how  your  present  Representatives 
and  Senators  voted,  and  determine  whether  you  agree  with  their  positions? 

2,  Find  out  who  is  running  for  these  seats  this  fall.  Many  present  office  holders  are 
candidates  again;  names  of  other  candidates  should  be  available  from  your  local 
Election  Commission  or  from  your  local  newspaper  office, 

3,  Plan  to  visit  all  the  candidates.  This  is  the  time  when  political  ears  are  close  to 
the  ground,  and  it  should  not  be  hard  to  arrange  an  interview  either  at  campaign  head 
quarters  or  at  the  candidate's  home,  * 

It  will  save  time  for  the  candidate,  provide  support  for  yourself,  and  orobably  be 
more  effective  if  you  plan  a  delegation  to  include  representatives  of  churches,  edu¬ 
cational  groups,  civic  and  farm  organizations,  and  labor.  Although  the  group  should 
probably  have  some  general  agreement  on  basic  concerns,  reports  to  the  FCNL  of  such 
interviews  to  date  show  that  complete  accord  among  delegation  members  is  not  neces¬ 
sary  —  and  probably  is  quite  impossible  to  achieve. 

Disposal  of  agricultural  surpluses  and  ratification  of  the  Genocide  Convention  should 
be  acted  on  by  the  Senate.  The  House  should  vote  money  for  the  International 
Children's  Emergency  Fund.  Express  to  all  candidates  your  opposition  to  UMT. 
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U.  A  pre-interview  discussion  among  members  of  the  delegation  would  probably  help  them: 

a)  To  determine  the  first  choice  of  topics  for  discussion; 

b)  To  discuss  their  approach; 

c)  To  designate  a  leader  at  least  to  start  the  interview, 

5.  This  same  discussion  could  be  used  to  give  members  the  information  necessary  for  a 
good  interview.  This  Newsletter  brings  up  to  date  the  summary  of  the  81st  Congress 
in  Washington  Letter  No«  79  and  should  be  used  with  it.  We  have  some  extra  copies 
of  numbers  79  and  80,  the  latter  primarily  on  UMT,  If  you  wish  copies  of  specific 
bills  or  public  laws,  order  them  by  number  from  the  Clerk  of  the  House  Locument  Room, 
The  Capitol,  Washington  2$,  D,  Co  Or  if  you  do  not  have  the  number,  inquire  by  topic 
from  your  Congressman  at  his  office.

6.  Be  prepared  both  to  listen  and  to  talk,  A  good  interview  is  an  exchange  of  opinion, 

and  it  is  quite  possible  that  a  full  explanation  of  the  point  of  view  on  both  sides 

is  the  most  constructive  goal  to  expect  for  the  interview, 

7.  Ask  someone  in  the  group  to  send  us  a  reoort  of  your  experience.  It  will  be  useful  , 

to  us  and  to  others  undertaking  this  same  kind  of  effort. 

We  will  make  every  effort  to  provide  the  informational  help  you  need,  but  we  cannot  work 
out  the  mechanical  details.  Write  us  for  further  assistance  if  you  need  it.  Those  of  you  | 
who  cannot  possibly  visit  your  candidates,  or  the  Senators  who  are  not  up  for  re-election 
but  who  ought  to  be  visited  anyway,  should  write  them  upon  one  or  more  of  these  issues. 

EIGHTY-FIRST  CONGRESS  ADJOURNS  UNTIL  NOVEMBER  27 

A  weary  and  embittered  Congress  finally  adjourned  on  Saturday,  September  23  until  after  the 
elections  and  until  after  Thanksgiving,  when  it  will  return  for  a  short  lame  duck  session. 
This  will  give  it  a  further  opportunity  to  complete  a  few  unfinished  items  and  to  face  some 
questions  growing  out  of  the  war  in  Korea, 

CONGRESS  SHOULD  STILL  ACT  ON  UNFINISHED  BUSINESS  INCLUDING 
AGRICULTURAL  SURPLUSES,  GENOCIDE  CONVENTION,  THE  CHILDREN'S  FUND,  AND  THE  FROZEN  FUND 

Among  the  measures  on  which  we  would  urge  action  before  final  adjournment  at  Christmastime, 
which  otherwise  would  have  to  start  again  at  the  beginning  in  the  next  Congress,  are  (1) 
Agricultural  surpluses;  (2)  Genocide  Convention;  (3)  The  United  Nations  Children's  Fund; 
(U)  S,  29U6  to  appropriate  the  C.O,  Frozen  Fund  for  libraries  abroad  through  CARE. 

Food  for  the  Needy  Here  and  Abroad  ' 

The  Senate  should  act  on  the  Granger  Bill,  H.  R,  9313 >  providing  for  the  payment  of  inland 
freight  on  agricultural  commodities  in  danger  of  spoilage  for  distribution  in  the  United  i 
States,  or  freight  to  shipside  for  distribution  to  needy  persons  abroad.  It  passed  the  i 
House  August  22,  1950,  was  reported  out  of  the  Senate  Committee  on  Agriculture  September  | 
l5j  was  approved  on  September  20  by  the  Senate  Democratic  Policy  Committee  for  immediate 
action,  but  never  reached  the  floor  because  of  the  prolonged  debate  on  the  internal 
security  legislation.  As  of  September  11,  1950  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  owned  about 
a  third  of  a  billion  dollars  worth  (out  of  a  total  inventory  owned  of  $2.6  billion  plus 
loans  of  $819,U82,000)  of  the  following  five  commodities  :

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The  Genocide  Convention 

Out  of  20  necessary  ratifications  in  order  to  put  the  treaty  for  the  Genocide  Convention 
into  effect,  17  countries  have  already  completed  ratification,  the  most  recent  being 
Yugoslavia  on  August  29.  The  Senate  Foreign  Relations  subcommittee  headed  by  Senator  Brien 
Ucliahon  acted  favorably,  and  the  full  Committee  was  expected  to  vote  it  out,  but  the  Com¬ 
mittee  became  involved  in  discussion  of  the  nomination  of  New  York's  ex-Mayor  O' Dwyer  as 
Ambassador  to  Mexico  and  failed  to  act  on  Genocide  at  its  last  meeting.  The  full  Committee 
must  vote  it  out  and  it  must  be  passed  by  two-thirds  of  the  Senators  present  and  voting  if 
the  United  States  delegation  to  the  United  Nations  is  to  be  able  to  present  United  States 
adherence  to  this  Convention  outlawing  mass  murder  during  this  U  N  General  Assembly. 

House  Denies  Children's  Fund  Appropriation 

Legislation  needs  to  be  completed  for  money  for  the  United  Nations  International  Children's 
Emergency  Fund  which,  over  the  past  three  years,  has  been  providing  supplementary  feeding 
for  five  to  eight  million  children  daily,  UNICEF  is  the  only  United  Nations  specialized 
agency  operating  in  Korea.  It  had  distributed  supplies  there  prior  to  the  invasion,  and  it 
is  now  stockpiling  relief  supplies  in  cooperation  with  the  Unified  Command  to  provide  addi¬ 
tional  assistance  as  soon  as  conditions  permit. 

The  Frozen  Fund 

The  bill,  S.  2li96,  passed  the  Senate  June  8,  1950  providing  for  appropriating  the  money 
(about  $1,300,000)  earned  by  conscientious  objectors  during  the  war,  to  be  expended  for 
library  books  and  scientific  equipment  through  the  CARE  Book  Fund  for  institutions  in 
countries  devastated  by  war,  including  Korea.  This  measure  was  reported  out  of  the  House 
Foreign  Affairs  Committee  September  22,  so  all  that  is  needed  is  a  favorable  vote  in  the 
e  House,  Will  you  write  your  Congressman  now  or  in  time  to  reach  him  by  November  27,  if  you 
cannot  see  him  personally? 

UNIVERSAL  MILITARY  TRAINING  DRIVE  POSTPONED 

Chairman  Millard  E,  Tydings  announced  on  August  30  that  the  Senate  Armed  Services  Committee, 
while  it  unanimously  favored  UMT,  had  voted  against  Senate  action  before  the  September  ad¬ 
journment.  Senator  Tydings  appointed  a  sub-committee  to  prepare  a  detailed  UMT  bill  for 
^  presentation  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  session  in  January  and  a  report  designed  to  assure 
its  early  passage.  The  subcommittee  is  comprised  of  Senators  Lyndon  B,  Johnson  of  Texas, 
chairman;  Virgil  Chapman  of  Kentucky,  Estes  Kefauver  of  Tennessee,  Lester  C.  Hunt  of 
’  ^lyoming,  Styles  Bridges  of  New  Hampshire,  Leverett  Saltonstall  of  Massachusetts,  and  Wayne 
Horse  of  Oregon,  See  Washington  Letter  No,  80  for  some  of  the  reasons  why  UMT  should  not  be 
passed.  Instead  the  United  States  should  be  making  an  all  out  effort  through  the  United 
Nations  for  a  program  of  enforceable  universal  disarmament  under  law.  What  more  can  you  do 
^  to  educate  public  opinion  in  your  Congressional  district  along  these  lines? 

UNITED  NATIONS  SEMINAR  HELD 

liore  than  forty  Friends  from  coast  to  coast  gathered  at  Quaker  House,  New  York  City,  and  at 
the  United  Nations,  September  25  to  28,  for  a  stimialating  four-day  seminar  on  what  can  be 
done  to  develop  and  strengthen  the  peace  making  functions  of  the  United  Nations.  While

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INTERNAL  SECURITY  ACT  OF  1950 

This  measure,  H,  R,  9U90,  was  passed  over  the  President’s  veto  by  a  House  vote  of  286  to 
U8,  and  in  the  Senate  57  to  10.  After  vigorous  efforts  by  representatives  of  the  Mennon- 
ites,  Brethren  and  Friends,  the  original  language  in  the  bill  in  the  section  dealing  with 
the  naturalization  oath  was  modified  to  permit  the  present  oath  to  be  used  which  makes 
possible  the  naturalization  of  those  with  religious  scruples  against  bearing  arms. 

There  are  so  many  features  of  this  bill  open  to  question,  a  whole  Newsletter  should  be 
devoted  to  it.  The  New  York  Times  in  an  editorial  on  September  25  commended  the  provision 
for  closing  loopholes  in  the  espionage,  sabotage,  military  security  and  deportation  laws 
and  then  went  on  to  say: 

'•These  laudable  features  of  the  new  law  which  propose  to  do  something  practical  about 
existing  or  potential  Communist  action  as  distinct  from  Communist  thought,  could  and 
should  have  been  enacted  as  separate  legislation.  Instead,  they  were  lumped  in  with, 
or  tacked  on  to,  other  proposals  that  in  our  view  are  unworkable  and,  in  a  very  real 
sense,  un-American.  In  its  broad  prohibitions,  its  sweeping  registration  require¬ 
ments,  its  narrow-minded  immigration  and  naturalization  clauses,  the  new  law  repre¬ 
sents  a  long  step  away  from  the  American  tradition  of  liberty  and  freedom.  We  believe 
in  legislation  that  would  prevent  the  Communists  from  doing  harm  to  our  country,  but 
not  in  legislation  that  is  self-defeating,  diversionary  and  undiscriminating. 
President  Truman  performed  an  act  of  genuine  courage  in  vetoing  this  bill.  And  so 
did  the  handful  of  Democrats  and  Republicans  who  voted  against  it." 

The  Senators  who  voted  to  uphold  the  veto  were  Chavez,  Douglas,  Graham,  Green,  Humphrey, 
Kefauver,  Kilgore,  Leahy,  Lehman,  and  Murray.  It  was  announced  that  had  they  been  present, 
Langer  and  Taylor  would  have  voted  to  sustain  the  veto. 

IN  BRIEF 

Point  Four  -  The  final  appropriation  for  a  -worldwide  technical  assistance  program  was 

$26,900,000,  including  $12  million  for  United  Nations  projects,  $6.6  million 
for  already  existing  Latin-American  projects,  and  $8.3  million  for  new  bi-lateral  projects. 

U  N  Ceilings  -  Legislation  was  completed  on  September  21  to  raise  the  ceilings  by  $2|  mil¬ 
lion  on  the  Food  and  Agriculture  Organization,  the  World  Health  Organiza¬ 
tion,  and  three  other  international  agencies.

Appropriations  -  The  8lst  Congress  voted  $37,000,000,000  during  its  first  session  last  yec 
and  $36,000,000,000  during  the  second  session,  including  contract  author! 
zations,  for  normal  operations  of  the  Government,  according  to  the  Associated  Press.  In 
addition  the  second  session  appropriated  $17,000,000,000  for  emergency  defense.

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HOW  DID  YOUR  SENATORS  AND 

CONGRESSMAN  VOTE  IN  1949  AND  1950? 


16  Roll  Calls  on  Key  Issues  in  the  81st  Congress 


As  the  important  1950  Congressional  elections  draw 
near,  intelligent  citizens  will  want  to  check  campaign 
speeches  and  party  platforms  against  the  actual  record  of 
votes  during  the  past  two  years.  This  voting  record  is  de¬ 
signed  to  reveal  the  mood,  the  achievements  and  failures  of 
the  81st  Congress.  Part  of  the  picture  is  not  here  because 
many  critical  issues  were  not  acted  upon  at  all.  The  record 
of  yea  and  nay  votes  presented  here,  and  the  unfinished 
business  of  this  Congress,  listed  below,  represents  a  fair 
appraisal  of  the  work  of  your  Representative  and  Senators. 

A  roll  call  vote,  where  every  Congressman  and  Senator 
must  take  his  stand,  is  important  but  it  does  not  tell  the 
whole  story.  His  work  in  Committee  hearings,  where  90 
per  cent  of  the  job  of  drafting  legislation  takes  place,  is 
very  significant.  Whether  or  not  he  participates  in  the 
final  floor  debate  is  also  revealing.  Contributions  to  public 
understanding  through  speeches,  articles,  and  “town  meet¬ 
ings”  in  his  own  district  also  count.  Sometimes  a  favor¬ 
able  vote  to  authorize  a  policy  or  program  is  negated  by 
subsequent  refusal  to  OK  the  necessary  appropriation.  Some 
major  issues  are  decided  by  voice  votes — not  by  roll  calls — 
and  then  citizens  never  know  how  their  representative 
voted.  Very  often  the  most  revealing  vote  is  on  an  amend¬ 
ment  to  a  bill  and  not  the  final  vote  itself.  After  doing 
what  can  be  done  to  cripple  or  stop  a  bill,  or  to  improve 
it,  a  Congressman  may  vote  to  go  along — in  order  to  be 
right  with  the  record. 

The  81st  Congress  had  many  important  problems  to  con¬ 
sider.  Some  bills  became  public  laws,  but  many  never  pro¬ 
gressed  beyond  the  stage  of  hearings  in  Committee.  Some 
laws  approved  are  so  compromised  in  form  and  content 
that  their  value  is  questionable. 

A  word  of  interpretation  is  needed  about  some  of  the 
votes  recorded,  and  about  some  issues  on  which  no  record 
vote  has  been  included.  No  Senate  vote  on  Social  Security 
is  recorded  here  because  available  roll  call  votes  do  not  in¬ 
dicate  significant  points  of  view  and  only  two  senators 
(Cain  and  Butler)  voted  against  final  passage.  One  House 
vote  on  Social  Security  is  included  in  this  record;  it  indi¬ 
cates  in  part  how  much  support  a  slightly  more  conservative 
bill  was  able  to  command,  though  only  14  Congressmen 
voted  finally  against  the  Committee  bill.  The  Senate  vote 
on  Federal  Aid  to  Education  recorded  here  (passage  of  the 
bill)  gives  no  indication  of  the  feeling  of  the  Senate  on  aid 
to  non-public  schools.  Prior  to  passing  this  bill,  the  Senate 
rejected  by  a  voice  vote  Senator  Brien  McMahon’s  amend¬ 
ment  specifically  providing  that  federal  funds  could  be 
used  for  bus  transportation  to  any  school,  and  also  rejected 
(71  to  3)  Senator  Forrest  Donnell’s  amendment  to  specify 


“public”  elementary  schools.  Federal  Aid  to  Education  in 
the  House  became  embroiled  in  the  public  vs.  non-public 
schools  and  was  never  reported  by  the  House  Education 
and  Labor  Committee. 

Pressure  for  tax  reduction  in  the  early  months  of  the 
81st  Congress  was  wiped  out  by  new  commitments  in  the 
Far  East,  which  necessitated  a  $5  billion  tax  increase.  De¬ 
velopments  in  the  rest  of  the  world  conditioned  the  votes 
late  in  June,  1950  on  Selective  Service,  so  that  the  record 
does  not  indicate  accurately  an  opinion  on  peacetime  con¬ 
scription.  On  final  passage,  no  Senators  and  four  Congress¬ 
men  voted  against  Selective  Service  Extension.  The  same 
unsettled  world  conditions  plus  national  politics  gave  rise  to 
heated  and  bitter  discussion  of  loyalty  among  government 
employees,  and  was  responsible  for  the  passage  of  legisla¬ 
tion  (Wood-Mundt-Ferguson  and  McCarran  bills),  re¬ 
quiring  registration  of  groups  declared  subversive  by  the 
Attorney  General.  This  controversial  legislation  was  con¬ 
sidered  by  many  groups  to  seriously  threaten  basic  civil 
liberties. 

In  addition  to  the  issues  on  which  action  was  taken  one 
way  or  another  by  the  81st  Congress  and  where  a  vote  has 
been  recorded  in  this  chart,  here  is  a  partial  list  of  Unfin¬ 
ished  Business  on  which  no  final  action  was  taken  in  this 
session  of  Congress  (as  of  September  1,  1950) :

Some  bills  became  public  laws,  but  many  never  pro¬ 
gressed  beyond  the  stage  of  hearings  in  Committee.  Some 
laws  approved  are  so  compromised  in  form  and  content 
that  their  value  is  questionable. 

A  word  of  interpretation  is  needed  about  some  of  the 
votes  recorded,  and  about  some  issues  on  which  no  record 
vote  has  been  included.  No  Senate  vote  on  Social  Security 
is  recorded  here  because  available  roll  call  votes  do  not  in¬ 
dicate  significant  points  of  view  and  only  two  senators 
(Cain  and  Butler)  voted  against  final  passage.  One  House 
vote  on  Social  Security  is  included  in  this  record;  it  indi¬ 
cates  in  part  how  much  support  a  slightly  more  conservative 
bill  was  able  to  command,  though  only  14  Congressmen 
voted  finally  against  the  Committee  bill.  The  Senate  vote 
on  Federal  Aid  to  Education  recorded  here  (passage  of  the 
bill)  gives  no  indication  of  the  feeling  of  the  Senate  on  aid 
to  non-public  schools.  Prior  to  passing  this  bill,  the  Senate 
rejected  by  a  voice  vote  Senator  Brien  McMahon’s  amend¬ 
ment  spe^cally  providing  that  federal  funds  could  be 
used  for  bus  transportation  to  any  school,  and  also  rejected 
(71  to  3)  Senator  Forrest  Donnell’s  amendment  to  specify 


’’public”  elementary  schools.  Federal  Aid  to  Education  in 
the  House  became  embroiled  in  the  public  vs.  non-public 
schools  and  was  never  reported  by  ^e  House  Education 
and  Labor  Committee. 

Pressure  for  tax  reduction  in  the  early  months  of  the 
81st  Congress  was  wiped  out  by  new  commitments  in  the 
Far  East,  which  necessitated  a  ^  billion  tax  increase.  De¬ 
velopments  in  the  rest  of  the  world  conditioned  the  votes 
late  in  Jtme,  1950  on  Selective  Service,  so  that  the  record 
does  not  indicate  accurately  an  opinion  on  peacetime  con¬ 
scription.  On  final  passage,  no  Senators  and  four  Congress¬ 
men  voted  against  Selective  Service  Extension.  The  same 
unsettled  world  conditions  plus  national  politics  gave  rise  to 
heated  and  bitter  discussion  of  loyalty  among  government 
employees,  and  was  responsible  for  ^  passage  of  legisla¬ 
tion  (Wood-Mundt-Ferguson  and  Mc^rran  bills),  re¬ 
quiring  registration  of  groups  declared  subversive  by  the 
Attorney  General.  This  controversial  legislation  was  con¬ 
sidered  by  many  groups  to  seriously  threaten  basic  civil 
liberties. 

In  addition  to  the  issues  on  which  action  was  taken  one 
way  or  another  by  the  81st  Congress  and  where  a  vote  has 
been  recorded  in  this  chart,  here  is  a  partial  list  of  Unfin¬ 
ished  Business  on  which  no  final  action  was  taken  in  this 
session  of  Congress  (as  of  September  1,  1950) :

All  Representatives  and  36  Senators  (indicated  by  an  *)  will  be  up  for  election  in  November 
1950.  Special  attention  should  be  given  to  their  voting  records. 

Stress  the  importance  of  registering  and  voting  in  the  election.  It  is  the  basic  and  essential 
duty  for  every  citizen. 

Make  available  copies  of  the  voting  record  to  members  of  your  church  or  other  community 
group  to  which  you  belong.  Post  copies  on  the  bulletin  board. 

Arrange  a  meeting  with  your  Representative  or  Senator.  Ask  him  to  explain  votes  on  issues  in 
which  you  are  particularly  interested.  This  is  especially  important  if  he  is  a  candidate  for  election. 

Keep  the  voting  record  for  use  during  the  next  two  years  while  the  82nd  Congress  is  in  session. 
It  will  be  useful  to  refer  to  in  letters  or  other  contacts  with  your  Representative  or  Senators.
